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Continuation of 13. Other: The rejection would be maintained under US 6,774,354 B2 to Ames. Ames illustrates the use of recesses as 
seen in figure 2-3 in which the fibers (12) are located in notches (15) of mass (16). While it is nto explicitly stated that the recesses have 
a breadth and depth matched to a diameter, such would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art because it would allow for 
the fibers to be stationary and prevent the potential crushing of the fibers. With the fibers stationary, the fiber can get a true and accurate 
determination of the conditions. Applicant submitted with the response filed 4/4/2006 a UK Patent Application reference GB 2, 1 36, 11 9 A 
which illustrates in fiures 4-7, the use of grooves (3) to dispose optical fibers (4). 
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
